“Her price is far above rubies.”

Everywhere in nature it is a 
truism that when creatures mate 
they should have offspring. Among 
animals, instinct has prepared 
them to expect little ones. Birds 
and animals seem to hunger for 
babies in the family and instinc- 
tively know what to do about 
feeding them and protecting them 
and training them. And with man- 
kind, it is equally true that natur- 
ally people who marry expect 
children and long for children, ex- 
cept where selfish and immoral 
reasons cause people to plan to 
thwart nature. 

Let every young couple who 
marries plan and pray that they 
may have their home blessed with 
children. This is the way of duty 
and the way of happiness. 


Ro Have Children Is a Solemn 
Duty Commanded of God 


The propagation of the race is 
obviously one of the principal rea- 


“sons that God ordained marriage. 


In Genesis 1:27-28 we are. told, 
“So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God creat- 
ed he him; male and female creat- 
ed he them. And God blessed them, 
and God said unto them, Be fruit- 
ful, and multiply, and replenish 
the earth, and subdue it: and have 
dominion over the fish of the sea, 
and over the fowl of the air, and 
over every living thing that mov- 
eth upon the earth.” 

Note the following facts in the 
Scripture. 1. God created man in 
His own image. This involves man 
in God’s creative plan. Man, with 
God, should have part in the crea- 
tion and propagation of the race: 
So in I Peter 3:7 we are told that 
husband and wife are “heirs to- 


gether of the grace of life.” 2. God 


made them “male and female.” 
This means that the sex equip- 
ment of men and women, fitting 
them for marriage, for love, and 
the propagation of the race, is es- 
sential in God’s plan. 3. We are 
told, ‘And God blessed them.” 
God blessed them as a married 
couple. God put His blessing upon 
the union, and upon their mating. 
4. And God commanded, “Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replen- 
ish the earth.” This married 
couple was plainly commanded 


to bear children. Not only were 
they commanded to have ‘children, 
but the implication is that they 
were to have many. They were 
to “be fruitful,” and when we 
speak of fruitfulness in a vine or 
tree, or of fertility in an animal, 
we certainly mean an abundant 
propagation. And we may proper- 
ly infer that what God wanted 
Adam and Eve to do, He wants 
other married couples to do, and 
will put His blessings upon them 
likewise. 5. This man and woman, 
married, were to subdue the earth, 
and have dominion over it, largely 
by virtue of their children. Their 
destiny on the earth was wrapped 
up in the propagation of the race 
and in their having a large mum- 
ber of children. 

In some sense Adam and Eve 
represented all mankind and God's 
command to them is His cem- 
mand to us. Married people’ should 
have children, and God’s blessing 
upon their home depends some- 
what upon obedience to this com- 
mand. Their place in society, their 
contribution to the world’s good 
depends largely upon having chil- 
dren to do the werk the father 
and mother may give them to\do 
and train them to do. 


After the flood had destroye 
the millions of population result- 
ing after many centuries from the 
creation of Adam and Eve down; 
to Noah, God gave Noah the same 
command which He had given to 
Adam and Eve before. Genesis 9:1 
says, ‘“And God blessed Noah and 
his sons, and said unto them, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replen- 
ish the earth.” Here again every 
element of God’s command to 
Adam and Eve is repeated. Noah 
and his sons were commanded, 
“Be fruitful, and multiply, and re- 
plenish the earth.’’ And then there 
followed the blessed. promise that 
everything on earth was to be put 
under the care’ and command of 
mankind, and fish and fowl and 
beasts and herbs were given to 
mankind for meat. It was as if 
God said to Noah and his sons, 
“Do not be afraid to have children, 
many of them. I will provide food 
for them. I will give them work to 
do in subduing the earth.” 
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this command to Noah and to his 
sons was a command to the whole 
human race, for all the people on 
earth descended from the three 
branches of Noah’s family. This is 
not a part of the Mosaic law. 
This is long before the time of 
Moses and the giving of the law 
and the separation of Israel as a 
nation. This is a command for all 
mankind, Married people should 
“multiply, and replenish the 
earth.” 

Some have thought that these 
commands to “multiply, and re- 
plenish the earth,” first given to 
Adam and Eve in Genesis 1:28 
and then given to Noah and his 
sons in Genesis 9:1, were emer- 
gency commands when the world 
had no population. They think 
that the command of God to mul- 
tiply and replenish the’ earth 
would not be so applicable today 
when there are-some two billions 
of people on the earth. But there 
is not a hint anywhere in the 
Bible that God does not want 
marriage to result in families of 
children now as at the beginning. 
God’s plan for marriage then and 
His plan for marriage now are 
the same. 

If there are more people in the 
earth today, more people are dy- 
ing, and someone ought to fill up 
the ranks, If there were no more 
children born, then in one genera- 
tion the whole human race would 
be wiped out. And, however many 
people there are in the world, to 
continue the race we must still 
follow the command to “multiply, 
and replenish the earth.” God’s 
command fits men today just the 
same as it fitted Adam and Eve 
and Noah and his sons and their 
wives. To have children is a duty 
of married people everywhere, by 
the plain command of God. 

Let us consider certain reasons 
why God wants Christians to have 
families of children. 

First, certainly God wants the 
population of the earth to be as 
largely Christian in character as 
possible. Children from Christian 
,homes, taught to love and serve

the Lord, ought to be the salt that 
Saves society. Even if there were 
enough people in this world, if we 
had reached the limits of popula- 
tion so that the earth could not 
well bear an increase in popula- 
tion, then still there are not 
enough people who come out of 
Christian homes, with a Christian 
background, young people who 
are themselves Christian, won to 
God in their homes by godly par- 
ents. The Christian heritage ought 
to be spread over the whole world 
by the children who come out of 
Christian homes, So if any married 
couple in the world ought to have 
a large family of children, it ought 
to be a Christian couple whose 
children would be, if reared ac- 
cording to Bible standards, a bene- 
diction to the whole world. 

Not only in Christian character 
and ideals can the children of 
Christian homes affect the civiliza- 
tion of the whole world, but God 
wants Christian workers, preach- 
ers and missionaries, great soul- 
winners. Nearly all of these -have 
to come from Christian homes. 
How happy and blessed is a 
Christian mother who has three 
or four sons to be ministers and 
missionaries! And how _ pleased 
God is with the children. of such] 
a home, 

Then a Christian husband owes 
it to his wife to have children, 
and a Christian wife owes it to 
her husband. The selfish woman 
who does not bear children, or 
who has only one or two or three, 
cheats her husband and deprives 
him of the joy which should nor- 
mally be a father’s. The husband 
who does not willingly cooperate 
in the bringing into the world and 
rearing of a fine group of children, 
under normal circumstances, may 
think he is making his wife happy; 
but in the long run he is depriv- 
ing her of the natural fulfillment 
of a woman’s dreams, the desire

Gene Lowry felt called of God 
to preach in spite of a _ serious 
speech defect, attended Baptist 
Bible College, and without know- 
ing a single soul in town, started 
a new church in Richmond, Vir- 
ginia. He worked hard in visita- 
tion block by block, house’ by 
house, and now, less than five 
years later, is running over six 
hundred in Sunday School. 


Al Janney had the names of 
two retired ladies when he came 
to Miami, Florida, from Baptist 
Bible College. These two ladies 
had a burden for Miami, and with 
their help Al _ started winning 
souls, and now, six years later, has 
a church with between 900 and 
1,100 attending every Sunday 
morning.

The School Behind the

Who Says 38,000,000 Protestants 
Want to Recognize Red China? 


Few Protestant Christians sub- 
scribe to The Worker, the Com- 
munist weekly. Consequently few 
saw a headline in that journal for 
November 30, 1958, reading: 38,- 
000,000 Protestants Tell Ike: Re- 
cognize China. Few knew the story 
behind the headline. 


The story was that a body of 
Protestant clergy and laymen 
known as the World Order Study 
Conference of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in the 
U.S.A., assembled at Cleveland, 
had “unanimously” passed a reso- 
lution which urged that “steps 
should be taken toward the inclu- 
sion of the People’s Republic of 
China (Communist) in the United 
Nations and for its recognition 
by our Government.” 

Inasmuch as few Protestant 
Christians, aside from the usual 
signers of fellow-traveler propa- 
ganda literature, have urged the 
recognition of a regime which 
continues to imprison and torture 
Christians arjd has made slaves of 
its own peopk, the question arises: 
What is the World Order Study 
Conference and how were its dele- 
gates selected? Also, to what ex- 
tent did this resolution reflect 
opinion in the denominations sup- 
posedly represented? 

Dean John C. Bennett of the 
Union . Theological Seminary in 
New York, who had a leading 
part in the conference, asserts 


that the delegates were appointed 
by the officials of the various de- 
nominations, although ‘some dele- 
gates were chosen by various units 
of the National Council.” Dean 
Bennett mentioned as one selec- 
tive factor “a high degree of in- 
terest in the subject matter of the 
conference.” The leaders seem to 
have known how to pick the right 
people. A leader in supporting this 
dubious resolution was Ernest A. 
Gross, former United States dele- 
gate to the United Nations, with 
which Red China is still technical- 
ly at war! 

The Rev. Daniel A. Poling, edi- 
tor of the Christian Herald, in an 
editorial for that magazine, de- 
nounced the resolution. Doctor 
“Polling declared that most of the 
delegates were members of “social 
action” groups within the denom- 
inations. 

To test Protestant opinion, the 
Committee of One Million Against 
Admission of Communist China to 
the United Nations polled some 
50,000 American Protestant min- 
isters on two questions: (1) Do 
you believe that the United Na- 
tions should recognize Communist 
China? and (2) Do you favor ad- 
mission of Communist China to 
United Nations? Early returns 
indicate that 87 per cent of the 
ministers polled were against Red

that area offer excellent oppor- 
tunities for students to learn first- 
hand the principles of successful 
visitation and soul winning.

No “New Evangelical’ 
Compromise 

Another key to the strength of 
Baptist Bible College is the fact 
that it was founded on strong 
separatist standards. The Bible 
Baptist Fellowship movement is 
part of a group which left the 
Southern Baptist Convention years 
ago. The leadership and the indi- 
vidual pastors have strong convic- 
tions on the fundamentals of the 
faith and refuse to compromise 
with any liberal program. *These 
same convictions are instilled in 
the students who attend Baptist 
Bible College. Nearly all the grad- 
uates of the school either go into 
existing Bible Baptist Fellowship 
churches or start new ones. 

In addition to doctrinal stand- 
ards of separation, the school also 
has high standards of separation 
from worldliness. Students are 


forbidden to use alcoholic liquors 
or tobacco, to play cards, to gam- 
ble in any form, to dance, to at- 
tend theatres or attend meetings 
of secret societies while enrolled 
in the school, 

There is a strong emphasis on 
missions in the school, with ap- 
proximately 180 students now at- 
tending preparing for the mission 
field. These graduates will seek 
to establish, on New Testament 
soul-winning principles, churches 
on the mission fields of the world. 
Dr. Fred S. Donnelson is director 
of the Fellowship’s mission pro- 
gram and teaches missionary tech- 
niques in the school. He is a mis- 
sionary himself, having’ spent 
many, Many years on the foreign 
field. 

Dr. R. O. Woodworth, business 
manager, tells me they are hoping 
for an enrollment of seven hun- 
dred next year. They now have 
sixteen on the faculty. The cost 
of attendance at Baptist Bible Col- 
lege for a year varies from $400 
to $500 for single students. These 
figures do not include items such 
as clothes, laundry, and incidental 
expenditures.

Gospel of Jesus Christ. But be- 
fore you condemn Mrs. Culbert 
too harshly, what are you doing 
for missions and the cause of 
Christ all over the globe? 

What are souls worth to you? 
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Blood Donors 

The statement made by Moses 
in Leviticus 17:11 nearly three and 
a half thousand years ago, al- 
though only recently recognized 
by medical science, “For the life 
of the flesh is mm the blood,” was 
called to my attention recently by 
what is probably a couple of rec- 
ords in the blood-donating field. 

One had to do with a San Fran- 
cisco policeman, William Long, 
who was accidentally wounded by 
a bullet from his own gun. In the 
space of a little over 24 hours, 
Long received five complete blood 
changes. Police and_ civilians 
donated 94 pints of blood to make 
possible what proved a futile ef- 
fort to save his life. Probably no 
one else ever received so much 
blood in so short a span of time. 

The other incident had to do 
with the retirement of “‘the world’s 


champion ‘blood donor.” Earl E. 


Harvey, Sr., of Dallas, Texas, who 
has given 252 pints of blood in the 
last 38 years, voluntarily retired 
at the age of 67 because he “didn’t 
want to run the risk of being 
turned down. That would have 
broken my heart.” 


A newspaper reporter estimated 
that if blood were kerosene, Har- 
vey had given “enough to keep a 
giant jet transport flying for 60 
seconds at 40,000 feet,” and if 
blood were water he had “given 
enough to fill a bathtub’ three- 
quarters full.” Harvey, who had 
O Rh-negative type blood, said 
that his purpose in giving ‘was to 
help others.” | 

All of this reminds us of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who will ever 
stand as the greatest blood donor 
of the ages. He shed His blood at 
Calvary, not that another’s physi- 
cal life might be extended a few 
more sin-cursed years, but that 
the ransom of our soul from eter- 
nal Hell might be realized. His 
blood, and only His blood, cleanses 
from every sin. The value of His 
blood is illustrated in the com- 
munion cup, of which the Saviour 
said: “Drink ye all of it; For this 
is my blood of the new testament, 
which is shed for many for the re- 
mission of sins” (Matt. 26:27, 28).

The Supreme Court 


On July 10, 1958, Senator James O. Eastland of Mississippi, told 


\/ 


the U. S. Senate how the individual members of the Supreme Court |’ 


have voted on communist cases. He said, in part: 

Earl Warren took the oath of office as Chief Justice in October, 
1953. In the four and a half years since he has been Chief Justice, the 
Court has consented to hear a fantastic total of 39 cases involving 
communist or subversive activities in one form or another. Thirty 
of these decisions have sustained the position advocated by the com- 
munists, and only nine have been to the contrary. « 

Even more significant than the over-all result of these decisions 
is an analysis of the votes and positions taken by individual judges. 
This is from the tabulation previously introduced in the RECORD, 
which starts with the year 1943. 

Hugo Black participated in a total of 71 cases, and his batting 
average is an even 1,000. Seventy-one times he voted to sustain the 
position advocated by the communists, and not one vote or one case 
did he decide to the contrary, 

Justice William Dougtas participated in 69 cases. His batting 
average is slightly lower than Black’s. Pro-communist voted 66; anti- 
communist, three. 

It is hard to believe, Mr, President, that the Government, or the 
States, the Department of Justice, the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
the congressional committees, the United States District Courts, and 
United States Circuit Courts of Appeal were always wrong when it 
comes to communists. 

Felix Frankfurter is the third member of the Court who has 
served continuously throughout this period. He participated in 72 cases 
and his record shows pro-communist votes, 56; anti-communist, 16. 

Tom Clark was appointed to the Court in 1949. He is the last 
member now on the Court of a group composed of Clark, Reed, and 
Minton, who were usually anti-communist. These are their records: 

Pro-communist votes: Clark, 18; Reed, 14; Burton, 32; and Minton, 
10. 

Anti-communist votes: 
Minton, 35. 

Burton is included above with his record of 32-37; he was more 
often with than against the strong anti-communist judges. 

Here are the records of the remaining members of the presently 
constituted Court: 

Pro-communist votes: Warren, 36; Harlan, 20; Brennan, 18; and 
Whittaker, four. te 

Anti-communist votes: Warren, three; Harlan, 14; Brennan, two; 
and Whittaker, seven. 

Mr. President, I have here presented an over-all picture based 
entirely on a statistical analysis. I do not argue that a judge was 
always wrong in each and every individual decision that might have a 
result favorable to the communist position. What concerns me and is 
of vast coricern to the American people is the pattern that has been 
developed and made clear by these facts and figures, Also, since the 
great number of cases considered in the categories that I have here 
discussed arise by virtue of writs of certiorari where the Court af- 
firmatively decides what it shall and shall not consider, the startling 
inerease in the number of decisions that favor the position of the 
Si eriete under Warren can be justifiably held to be most signifi- 
cant. 

Even more important than the high proportion of cases which 
have been decided favorably to the communists’ contention is the fact 
that increasingly, under Chief Justice Warren’s regime, the Court has 
been expanding its usurpation of the legislative field and purporting to 
make new law of general application which will be favorable to the 
communist position, not only in the individual cases decided, but in 
innumerable other cases. —American Mercury

One Is Immune

The work of the EWA gives us 
an insight into the ease with 
which Christian young people of- 
ten fall into sexual sins, and oth- 
ers. In one year we had three girls 
who had attended a single evan- 
eelical Christian college come. to 
this agency for care during their 
illegitimate pregnancy and deliv- 
ery of the child. Recently another 
girl from another similar college. 
Numbers of such girls come to us 
from churches. From our counsel- 
ling with these girls we conclude 
that some of them have really 
been saved from sin through faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. Why is 
it then that they become the moth- 
ers of illegitimate children. 


First we must recognize that 
human nature is sinful, exceeding- 
ly sinful (Rom. 8:7,8). All Chris- 
tians have this hature which they 
inherited from their natural par- 
ents (Gel. 5:16-21:; ~ Jer. 17:9; 
Rom. 7:18). Therefore a Christian 
parent must understand that his 
child will naturally turn to evil 
unless he is properly guided, train- 
ed and disciplined. External temp- 
tations merely furnish the oppor- 
tunity which the naturally sinful 
heart seizes with pleasure. 'Temp- 
tations to sin are a normal part 
of the lost world of humanity in 
which the believer lives and to- 
day they seem to be more prev- 
alent and powerful than ever, 
with incitations to liquor drinking, 
smoking, “petting,” recklessness, 
nakedness, dishonesty and cruelty 
being the common daily fare in 
TV, radio, comic books and papers 
and general conversation. There- 
fore, Christian parents must not 
think that their beloved children 
are immune; rather, just the op- 
posite. 

The Bible tells us that the only 
way the Christian can gain a vic- 
tory over the evil nature is to 
walk in the Holy Spirit (Gal. 5: 
16, 22, 23). We are also told to 
be filled with the Spirit (Eph. 
5:18). Now, the Holy Spirit dwells 
in every true believer in Christ. 
In John 16:14; John 15:5; and 
Acts 2:4, 14-36; Acts 4:8-12, we 
discover that those who were fill- 
ed with the Holy Spirit glorified 


the Lord Jesus Christ, and that is} 


a purpose of the Spirit. 
Furthermore the Christian is 
constantly under attack by the de- 
mons, fallen angels subject to 
Satan. The only way we can gain 
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a victory over them is to put on 
the whole armor of God (Eph. 6: 
10-17). Examination of this pas- 
sage shows that the armor is the 
Lord Jesus Christ Himself, and 
that nothing else or less will suf- 
fice. The Devil uses the world and 
its lusts, unsaved persons, and 
various things such as difficulties 
and irritations to attack us 
through the sinful lusts within 
ourselves, 


It is clear that the only safe- 
guard the Christian has is the 
Lord Jesus Christ whose Holy 
Spirit dwells within us. Therefore, 
if parents want to safeguard their 
children they must do all that 
they can to influence them to 
sense the real presence of Christ 
in their lives and to love and 
trust Him above all others.* In 
order to do this the child must be 
made aware of the sinfulness of 
sin and of the awfulness of its pen- 
alty in the lake of fire. Then they 
must realize what it cost God the 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ 
His Son, to pay the ransom for 
our souls from the judgment of 
God’s holy law and justice. The 
child must be made to see that 
it was for him, an utterly lost 
sinner, that Christ died and that 
He is their true life and hope. If 
the parents are to do this, they 
must themselves appropriate these 
truths to themselves, and give 
Christ pre-eminence in their own 
lives. They must pray earnestly for 
God to guide them in their own 
lives and in the training of the 
young ones, and to save these. 
They must trust Him to hear and 
answer their prayers. 


Only God can save, but parents 
are responsible before God for the 
training and instruction of the 
child in the trust of God and in 
Christian conduct.

Motherhood a Blessing 


King Lemuel said of the virtu- 
ous woman, “She seeketh wool and 
flax and worketh willingly with 
her hands” (Prov. 31:13). Isn’t 
there something beautiful about 
motherhood?

“She openeth her mouth with wis- 
dom; and in her tongue is the law 
of kindness.” My mother used to 
say, “Son, keep your counsel.” She 
was reluctant to speak but when 
she opened her mouth words of 
wisdom came forth. And how kind 
she was to everyone! King Lemuel 
said of the woman in this text, 
“Her children arise up and call 
her blessed; her husband also, and 
he praiseth her.” 


As we are thinking of Mother’s 
Day and we read a verse like this, 
it is natural for those of us with 
Christian mothers and Christian 
wives to respond with a sincere 
“Amen!” in our hearts. Yes, “she 
shall rejoice in time to come.” 
This is the payoff. The influence 
of her Christian character in the 
lives of her children and her hus- 
band brings back to her the praise 
she deserves. It is not the praise 
she is looking for so much as 
it is the effects that bring the 
praise. : 

“Favor is deceitful and beauty 
is vain: but a woman that fear- 
eth the Lord, she shall be prais- 
ed.”’ The fundamental and crown- 
ing virtue of this woman is the 
fear of the Lord. It is faith in 
the Lord Jesus Christ and the op- 
eration of the Spirit of God in the 


heart which genders the other 
qualities. “Many daughters have 
done virtuously but thou excellest 
them all.” Yes, there are fine 
things about many women but it 
is the Christian woman whose life 
is a benediction to her family 
and those who know her. 


Come to Jesus 


If you are unsaved, come to 
Jesus now and He will save you. 
If you are a woman, you especial- 
ly need Jesus. You can never be 
the mother or wife you ought to 
be without Him. Life is fruitless 
and empty and vain without Him.

incarnation. But inasmuch as last 
Lord’s day morning we had before 
us the first half of this scene, 
Christ before Pilate, and now in 
this portion we have the second 
half, Pilate before Christ, it seem- 
ed to me it was but suitable that 
we should go right on with the ex- 
position, for after all it is well in 
these days when so many people’s 
minds are being directed to Beth- 
lehem, and rightly so, that men 
should also remember that Beth- 
lehem was but the prelude to Cal- 
vary. Apart from Calvary, Bethle- 
hem is meaningless. Apart from 
Christ’s propitiatory work upon 
the cross, His incarnation could 
mean nothing to poor sinners. 

And it is a lamentable fact that 
there are myriads of people today 
who profess to rejoice in the birth 
of Christ who have never trusted 
Him as the one who died for our 
sins upon the cross. And so I be- 
lieve it is well that men’s hearts 
should be challenged today as to 
what their real attitude is toward 
Him whom they remember at 
Christmas time. 

Now in this section, I say, we 
have Pilate before Christ. In the 
previous chapter we had the Lord 
Jesus dragged before Pilate’s judg- 
ment bar. But the trial was prac- 
tically over when the judge him- 
self went out to the people and 
said, “After careful examination, 
and after hearing all of their 
charges, I find in him no fault at 
all.” That was \really a sentence 
of acquittal. Jesus had been tried 
and found innocent of the charges 
brought against Him, and accord- 
ing to all righteousness, Pilate 
should then have dismissed the 
case, and Jesus should have gone 
out free. But we know that i 
the purpose of God it had bee 
settled from eternity that He who 
was born at Bethlehem was to die 
upon the cross to make propitia- 
tion for our sins. And God, there- 
fore, so overruled and so permitted 
things that the mock trial should 
still go on. 

But in the second part of it 
things were reversed. It was no 
longer Christ on trial, but it was 
now Pilate on trial. What about 
this Roman judge? What is his 
attitude? What is God’s thought 
of him? What does this scene re- 
veal concerning him? . 


Pilate Was a Sinner Who Did 
Not Do What He Knew Was 
Right About Jesus 


Well, in the first place, it re- 
veals Pilate as a weakling who 
knew what was right and did it 
not. He knew he should have freed 
the Lord Jesus Christ. He knew 
after investigating and pronounc- 
ing Him innocent that he should 
have ended the case right there. 
But he did not act upon his own 
deepest convictions because he 
was not true to his own con- 
science. We may see in the first 
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five verses how he stiffled the 
voice of conscience. We are told 
that “Pilate therefore took Jesus 
and scourged him.” Why should 
he scourge Him? He has just de- 
clared Him innocent and yet he 
permits Him to submit to the most 
ignominious punishment that in- 
volves terrible physical suffering. 
For that Roman scourge was 
made of a number of thongs in 
which were set every few inches 
sharp pieces of metal, so_ that 
when the scourge was. brought 
down upon the bare back of the 
victim, the flesh was literally 
stripped into ribbons and the blood 
poured forth. Why cause an inno- 
cent man, an admittedly innocent 
man, to submit to suffering like 
that? It was because Pilate want- 
ed to appease the Jews. He want- 
ed their favor even though it 
meant that the man whom he had 
pronounced innocent should have 
to suffer. On the other hand, he 
hoped that the accusers of Christ 
would be satisfied with.this pun- 
ishment. 


The soldiers having carried out 
the scourging, platted a crown of 
thorns and put it on His head, and 
they put on Him a purple robe— 
some old discarded garment, and 
thus they decked Him up as a 
pretended king, and they said, 
“Hail, King of the Jews!” and they 
smote Him with their hands. How 
little they realized that though 
what they did was done in sport, 
the -day -would come when before 
that Blessed. one every knee 
should bow and every tongue con- 
fess that He is Lord of all, and 
when He will indeed be acclaimed 
as King of the Jews, as well as 
King of all the nations of the 
earth. For in God’s purpose it is 
declared that eventually Jew and 
Gentile will recognize in Him the 
one who is King of kings and Lord 
of lords. i 


“Pilate,” we are told, “therefore 
rent forth again and saith unto 
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Familiar With Sin? 


“Vice is a master of such frightful mein, 
That to be hated needs but to be seen; 
But seen too oft, familiar with its face, 
We first endure, then pity, then em- 

brace!” —Pope 
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them, Behold I bring him forth to 
you, that ye may know that I find 
no fault in him.” This reiterated the 
judgment already given. ‘Then 
came Jesus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them, 
Behold the man!” In his own con- 
science he knows’ that Christ 
should go free, but debates within 
himself what is to be done, how 
to placate these ruthless persecu- 
tors. And doubtless back of it all 
was the thought of the security 
of his own position. Pilate had 
done many things that had arous- 
ed the antagonism of the Jews and 
there was always a party working 
against him to unseat him as gov- 
ernor of Judea. And so he presents 
Christ again and cries, ‘Behold 
the man!” 


A Wicked Race of Sinners 
Hates Incarnate Virtue 


One would have thought the 
sight of that patient, suffering 
One standing there with the 
thorny crown pressed on His brow 
and the purple robe on Him and 
with a reed in His hand and blood 
pouring down His face would have 
been enough to soften the hardest 
heart and break down the strong- 
est opposition. But there is that 


jin the heart of the natural man 


that leads him to hate that which 
is holy, to hate perfect righteous- 
ness, 


Many years ago at a great meet- 
ing of the Free Church of Scot- 
land, a synodical meeting, one 
minister was asked to preach the 
synodical sermon on Sunday morn- 
ing. He gave a marvelously beau- 
tiful discourse on the beauty of 
virtue, and wound up with a great 
peroration in which he exclaimed, 
“Oh, my friends, if virtue incar- 
nate could only appear on earth, 
men would be so ravished with 
her beauty they would fall down 
and worship her.” People went 
out saying, “What a magnificent 
pulpit oration it was!” 

But on the night of the same 
Lord’s Day, another minister stood 


in that pulpit and he preached 
Christ and Him crucified, and 
closed his ‘sermon: with these 
words: “My friends, Virtue Incar- 
nate has appeared on earth, and 
men instead of being  ravished 
with His beauty and falling down 
and worshiping Him, cried out, 
‘Away with him! Crucify him! 
crucify him! We will not have this 
man to reign over us!” 

That tells the wickedness of the 
natural heart—of your heart, of 
my heart—for those Jews that 
day were but representative men. 
They were not different men to 
others. “There is no difference, for 
all have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God.” But they told 
out the hatred of the natural man 
to the holiness of God. 


“When the chief priests there- 
fore and. officers saw him, they 
cried out, saying, Crucify him, 
crucify him. Pilate’ saith unto 
them, Take ye him and crucify 
him: for I find no fault in him.” 
Think of it! For the third time 
this judge declares the innocence 
of the prisoner who stood there 
before him, and yet he was him- 
self utterly vacillating. Instead of 
standing for the innocent as jus- 
tice should, he puts Him in the 
hands of. His enemies. 


Jesus Was Rejected Because 
They Knew He Claimed Deity 


“The Jews answered him, We 
have a law, and by our law he 
ought to die, because he made 
himself the Son of God.” This is 
something it is well for us to re- 
member—they had no delusions 
regarding the claims of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. They understood per- 
fectly by things He said that He 
meant men to Know that He was 
indeed the Son of the living God. 
And because of that, they charged 
Him with blasphemy. If He had 
only meant that inasmuch as all 
men have been created by God, 
there is a certain sense in which 
all are His offspring, there would 
be no blasphemy in that according 
to their own standard. But they 
knew, they understood that He 
claimed equality with God, as the 
Son of the Father who came from 
Heaven and became incarnate 
here on earth, and they charged 
Him therefore with blasphemy 
against the unity of the Godhead. 


“When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more 
afraid.” We are told somewhere 
that the fear of man bringeth a 
Snare, and this man, always poli- 
tic, always co@fcerned as to what 
others might think and what 
others might do, and what effect 
it might have upon him, was more 
afraid ‘and went again into the 
judgment hall, and_ saith unto 
Jesus, Whence art thou?” Was he 
now really concerned? A little 
while before he had asked the 
question, “What is truth?” and 
did not even wait for an answer. 
Now when he hears the charge 
made, “He made himself the Son 
of God,” is he really a bit con- 
cerned? Is he saying in his heart, 
“Can it be that this strange man 
before me is more than man, that 
there is something supernatural 
about him?” Was he for the mo- 
ment in earnest when he asked the 
question, “Whence art thou?” At 
any rate, there was no evidence 
of repentance, there was no evi- 
dence of self-judgment, no evi- 
dence of integrity of heart. 

So Jesus gave him no answer. 
Had he been earnestly desirous of 
learning the truth, we may be ab- 
solutely certain Christ would have 
answered his question in such a 
way as to have made clear to him 
who He really was. But Jesus 
never answers the caviler. He 
never attempts to explain to the 
man who is determined to refuse 
the truth. He does not attempt to 
make clear the things that are 
dark to those who have no desire 
to submit themselves to the will 
of God. He says, “If any man 
willeth to do his will, he shall 
know of the doctrine, whether it 
be of God or whether I speak of 
myself.””’ He knew that Pilate did 
not will to do the will of God. And 
Pilate is nettled because Jesus 
didn’t reply, because He stands 
there as_ predicted in Isaiah, 
chapter 53, where we read, “‘He is 
brought as a lamb to the slaught- 
er, and as a sheep before her 
shearers is dumb, so he openeth 
not his mouth.” 

Then Pilate said unto Him, 
“Speakest thou not unto me? 
knowest thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, and —-have 
power to release thee?” and in 


that he spoke his own condemna- 
tion. But Jesus answered, ‘Thou 
couldest have no power at all 
against me, except it were given 
thee from above.” He recognized 
that the powers that be are or- 
dained of God, and Pilate there- 
fore was set in that position as 
governor to do the will of God, 
and to administer justice. ‘Thou 
couldest have no power at all 
against me, except it were given 
thee from above: therefore he that 
delivered me unto thee hath the 
greater sin.” There are, then,. dif- 
ferences in guilt, and Jesus is say- 
ing that the chief priests and 
Judas and those who had to do 
with delivering Jesus over to 
judgment before Pilate were the 
guiltier. “He that delivered me 
unto thee hath the greater sin. 
And from’ thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release him.” But he 
seeks to release Him in a way 
that will please the people. He is 
not ready to do the thing that 


he knows is right because it is 


right. 


Because It Is Right Is Enough 
Reason for Every Honest 
Man to Accept Christ 


You and I need to face that 
question—are we doing the thing 
that is right because we know it 
is right? Here is a man who all 
his life has known of the Lord 
Jesus Christ and every recurring 
Christmas time has reminded him 
afresh of the Son given and the 
child born, and he knows that he 
should open his heart to receive 
that Christ as his own personal 
Saviour, and yet the years go by 
and he does not act upon his con- 
victions. In what sense is he dif- 
ferent from Pilate, this vacillating 
man, this man who hadn’t the 
courage of his convictions, this 
man who knew he should clear 
Jesus and yet eventually condemn- 
ed Him to death? May we not ask 
ourselves the question—What is 
my attitude toward the Lord Jesus 
Christ today? Have I received 
Him? Am I confessing Him as 
Saviour and Lord? The Scripture 
says: “If thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved.’ Have 
you confessed Him? “Whosoever 
therefore shall confess me,” He 
says, “before men, him will I con- 
fess also before my Father which 
is in Heaven.” And He solemnly 
adds, “But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will I also 
deny before my Father which is 
in heaven.” Pilate denied Him, 
and Pilate has to face that for 
eternity. What is our attitude? 
What is your attitude? Have you 
confessed Him? Will you today 


confess Him as your Saviour and], 


your Lord? 


“From thenceforth Pilate sought| ~ 
to release him: but the Jews cried| 
out, saying, If thou let this man| ™ 
go, thou art not Caesar’s friend:|.. ~ 


If You Gain the World and 
Lose Your Soul? 

Thus Pilate’s last effort to 
Save Jesus was ended. “‘Then de- 
livered he him therefore unto them 
to be crucified.” Pilate has sold 
his soul for the approval of the 
world. Take care.that you do not 
do the same. For Jesus Himself 
has asked, ‘‘What shall it profit. 
a man, if he shall gain the whole 


‘world, and lose his own soul?” 


(Mark 8:36). “And they took’ 
Jesus and led him away.” And so 
we see Him going out to die, to 
die as the Lamb of God for our 
sins. But, oh, thank God, for the 
untold millions who through the 
centuries since have found in Him 
a Saviour, have found.in His death 
redemption; and in His blood 
cleansing from all sin. A great 
host have already been gathered 
about Him in yonder Glory to ac- 
claim Him as King of kings and 
Lord of lords. Thousands more on 
earth love and honor Him. 


But, alas! alas! Pilate is in the 
outside place. For if we can trust 
early history, he died a _ suicide, 
still rejecting the one whom he 
had condemned to death that day 
in Jerusalem so long before. 

We are going to sing a closing 
hymn. 


“Ten thousand times ten thousand 
In sparkling raiment bright, 
The armies of the ransomed saints 
Throng up the steeps of light: 

‘Tis finished, all is finished, 
Their fight with death and sin: 
Fling open wide the golden gates, 
And let the victors in. 


We will stand and sing this en- 
tire hymn, and while we are sing- 
ing, I wonder if there are not 
some here today to whom we have 
spoken and God also has spoken, 
and you feel you ought to close 
with Christ. Like Pilate you have 
vacillated, like Pilate you have 
been untrue to. your conscience. 
You have loved the praises of men 
more than the praise of God. But 
now at this Christmas time when 
the name of Jesus is on so many 
lips, God by His Spirit is speaking 
to you to come and He is asking 
you if you want to fling open wide 
the door of your heart and let 
the Saviour in? Won’t you do it, 
won't you respond to Him? Per- 
haps you have already done it. If 
you have, won’t you make your 
public confession of your faith? 
If you are not yet clear that you 
are saved, come forward anyway 
and somebody will be glad to 
speak with you. Whether you have 
trusted Him we invite you to come 
forward and pass into the inquiry 
room while we stand and sing.

speaketh against Caesar.” 


And were they such ardent ad- 


mirers of Caesar as their words 
would seem to imply? Not at all. 
They hated the very name of 
Caesar, and being under subjec- 
tion to the Roman governor. They 
knew Pilate’s weak point. They 
knew he wanted to keep in favor 
with Caesar. “This man is a trai- 
tor in opposition to the Roman 
government. If you let this man 
go, you are not Caesar’s friend.” 
And “when Pilate therefore heard 
that saying,” because he was a 
political opportunist rather than 
a conscientious judge, “he brought 
vesus forth; and sat down in the 
judgment seat in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was 
the preparation of the passover, 
and about the sixth hour [that is, 
about 6 o'clock in the morning]: 
and he saith unto the Jews, Be- 
hold your King! But they cried 
out, Away with him, away with 
him, crucify him.” Now ironically 
Pilate asks, “Shall I crucify. your 
king?” as though he would insult 
them to their faces because deep 
in his heart he despises them as 
much as they hated him. And the 
chief priests, unthinkingly, almost 
for the moment, I am sure, put 
themselves on record, “We have 
no king but Caesar.”

in every little girl. Actually, 
homes without children are likely 
to be unhappy homes, likely to end 
in divorce. And married people 
who have no children are likely 
to become self-centered, unhappy 
and querulous old people with lit- 
tle to live for and little opportun- 
ity to be a blessing to the world. 
It is a solemn duty for married 
people to have children. Children 
are the normal fruitage of mar- 
riage. Those who marry owe a 
duty to God, a duty to civilization, 
a duty to their mates and to them- 
selves to bring children into this 
world and to rear them for God. 


Normal People Desire 
Children 

No literature in all the world 
reveals the heart of mankind as 
the Bible does. The Bible gives us 
examples of evil men and women. 
But thank God it also contains a 
vast. picture gallery of good men 
and women and shows us what 
were their hearts’ desires, what 
were their joys and hopes and 
triumphs and fears. The good 
people in the Bible longed to have 
children, rejoiced exceedingly 
when God gave little ones to them 
to rear for Him. 


The first woman who ever 
cradled a baby in her arms was 
Mother Eve, and she exclaimed 
with joy, “I have gotten a man 
from the Lord’ (Gen. 4:1). I can 
almost see the face of that woman. 
She who had first felt the birth 
pangs of travail to bring a child 
into the world and whose eyes 
were first lighted with mother 
love and whose arms had first 
circled a little mite, a baby, was 
happy! And that is the way all 
the good women in the Bible felt 
about babies. 

Hear Sarah, rejoicing over her 
son given her when she was ninety 
years old, “God hath made me to 
laugh, so that all that hear will 
laugh with me... Who would 
have said unto Abraham, that 
Sarah should have given children 
suck? for I have born him a son 
in his old age” (Gen. 21:6-7). And 
she named the child Isaac, mean- 
ing laughter, so that everyone who 
ever called his name would - re- 
member how happy his mother and 
father were when the little one 
came after long years of prayer! 

When Rebecca left her home in 
the East to travel by camel to 
marry a man she had never seen, 
to become the bride of Isaac, her 
loved ones sent after her this 
blessing: “Thou art our sister, be 
thou the mother of thousands of 
millions, and let thy seed possess 
the gate of those which hate 


them” (Gen. 24:60). Above every- 
thing else they wished Rebecca 
to have the great blessing of a 
large family. And that wish was 
half prayer and half prophecy in- 
spired of God, for this same Re- 
becca became the mother of the 
whole race of Israel from which 
came the prophets of God through 
whom He gave the Scriptures and 
from which came the Saviour 
Himself. 


How Leah rejoiced in her chil- 
dren! After the birth of her first 
son Reuben, she said, “Surely the 
Lord hath looked upon my afflic- 
tions; now therefore my husband 
will love me.” After the birth of 
Simeon she was comforted and 
said, “Because the Lord hath 
heard that I was hated, he hath 
therefore given me this son also” 
(Gen. 29:32-33). Almost as good as 
having a husband’s love was to 
have a son! And when her third 
son, Levi, was born, she _ said, 
“Now this time will my husband 
be joined unto me, because I have 
born him three sons (Gen. 29:34). 
When Judah was born, she said, 
“Now will I praise the Lord” 
(Gen. 29:35). 


And what about the beloved 
Rachel, favorite of Jacob? Was 
she happy that her husband loved 
her best of all? No, she envied her 
unloved sister who had children, 
and she sobbed to Jacob, “Give me 
children, or else I die’ (Gen. 30: 
1). When God gave children to 


their handmaids, to.he called their. 


own sons, these two sisters, wives 
of Jacob, greatly rejoiced. When 
Rachel had a son of her own she 
said, “God hath taken away my 
reproach” (Gen. 30:23). But when 
the one son was born, she im- 
mediately said, “The Lord shall 
add to me another son.” When 
Leah had her sixth son she re- 
joiced still and said, “God hath 
endued me with a good dowry; 
now will my husband dwell with 
me, because I have born him six 
sons” (Gen. 30:20). You see, these 
women measured their happiness 
by the number of their children. 
And they readily saw what so 
many women today fail to see, 
that married love depends very 
largely on the normal process of 
having children come into the 
home to bind husband and wife 
together and make the home what 
God intended it should be. 


Let Hannah, the godly wife of 
Elkanah, become a model for 
Christian women everywhere. She 
had no son, though her husband 
loved her dearly. Poor Elkanah, 
troubled by a woman's tears, 
specially since they were from the 
eyes of his well loved Hannah, 
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auditorium where several pastors 
and churches were co-operating 
when I could not come to single 
church campaigns in most cases. 
I want to accept every invitation 
that I can and have some ministry 
in every open door where time 
and God’s leading permit me to go, 
and I will be deeply grateful if 
pastors will combine in plans for 
conferences and revivals so that 
I can reach as many people as pos- 
sible in the time available,

said to her, “Hannah, why weep- 
est thou? and why eatest thou 
not? and why is thy heart griev- 
ed? am not I better to thee than 
ten sons?” (I Sam. 1:8). A good 


husband and his loving care did 


not satisfy the heart of a woman 
which was made also to love littlé 
children. Such married love, she 
knew, ought naturally to culmin- 
ate in offspring. And God noticed 
Hannah’s fasting and tears and 
heard a heartbroken cry and 
gave her a child. She ‘lent’ that 
baby to the Lord to become a 
prophet, and he turned out to be 
Samuel, the great man of God, 
When children are so loved and 
longed for, they are likely to be 
specially blessed. When they come 
in answer to fervent prayer and 
when they are dedicated to God 
and reared for Him, how blessed 
are the results! More women 
should be like Hannah, who long- 
ed and prayed for a son. 


When Elisha the prophet was 
given a prophet’s chamber in the 
home of the great woman of Shu- 
nem, he tried to think what good 
thing he could do to reward her 
for her care of God's preacher. The 
very best thing he could think. of 
to comfort her heart and reward 
her was to intercede with God for 
her that she might have a son, 
And God gave the son! No other 
happiness as great could have 
been given her. One who reads 
the narrative in II Kings, chapter 
4, can sense how God feels about 
the blessing of children and how 
godly people also feel about the 
joy of the little ones that God 
sends to godly married couples. 


In Luke, chapter 1, read how 
John the Baptist was given to 
aged Zacharias and his wife, Elisa- 
beth. He could hardly believe it 
when the angel made to him the 
glad announcement, “Thy prayer 
is heard; and thy wife Elisabeth 
shall bear thee a son and thou 
shalt call his name John. And thou 
shalt have joy and gladness, and 
many shall rejoice at his birth” 
(Luke 1:13-14). When the little 
one was born and _é£ Elisabeth 
brought forth her son “her neigh- 
bors and her cousins heard how 
the Lord had shewed great mercy 
upon her; and they rejoiced with 
her” (Luke 1:58). Would it not 
be blessed if every woman who is 
pregnant, every woman who is 
privileged to join with God in the 
creation of a human being, could 
feel as Elisabeth did? We are told, 
“And after those days his wife 
Elisabeth conceived and hid her- 
self five months, saying, Thus hath 
the Lord dealt with me in the days 
wherein he looked on me, to take 
away my reproach among men” 
(Luke 1:24-25). Such a blessing 
it is to have little children! How 
rich a mercy does God show on 
the man whom He allows to be- 
get a child and on the woman 
whom He allows to conceive and 
bear a little one, her own baby, 
flesh of her flesh and bone of her 
bone! 


Everywhere in the Bible it is 
implied that children are a great 
blessing sent from God. Psalm 
127:3-5 states this expressly: “Lo, 
children are an heritage of the 
Lord: and the fruit of the womb 
is his reward. As arrows are in 
the hand of a mighty man; so 
are children of the youth. Happy 
is the man that hath his quiver 
full of them: they shall not be 
ashamed, but they shall speak 
with the enemies in the gate.” 
Those who believe the Bible, 
those who feel about love and 
home and family as Bible Chris- 
tians and saints did, will delight 
to have families and will pray 
that God will giVe them large 
families of sons and daughters, as 
the heritage of the Lord. “Happy 
is the man that hath his quiver 
full of them.”

We have said that it is normal 
for people to want children, and 
have shown that the Bible saints 
regarded it the greatest honor 
when God gave them children. 
Bible Christians wanted many 
children. The Bible expressly says 
that children are an heritage of 
the Lord and are God’s reward, 
and that “happy is the man that 
hath his quiver full of them,” that 
is, has many children. Now I 
should like for you to consider 
some of the great joys and bless- 
ings that come to the man and 
woman who have little sons and 
daughters born to them.

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craving of a girl to be a mother 
and of a boy to be a father. 

Every little girl who cuddles 
her doll, gives it a name, a per- 
sonality, sees it experience all the 
ills of little children, loves it, chas- 
tises it, talks to it and has it talk 
back to her with baby talk, is a 
proof that God made girls to be- 
come women and women to be- 
come mothers. It is as natural for 
@ woman to want a baby as for 
the stomach to cry for food, or a 
tired body to cry for rest. The 
woman who never has children of 
her own will lavish her heart’s 
devotion on a dog, on a cat, on a 
parrot or a canary; or she will 
become self-centered and neurotic 
and abnormal, a picture of dissat- 
isfaction and frustration. God in- 
tended women to be mothers, and 
any wife who is not a mother has 
missed something of her God-ap- 
pointed heritage. Sometimes God 
wants women to remain single, 
and sometimes God in His wisdom 
sees fit not to give a married wo- 
man children, even when she de- 
sires them. Such women, in the 
will of God, may turn their energy 
and devotion to other causes and 
lavish their hearts’ love and de- 
votion on other objects and be 
happy. One can always be happy 
in the will of God, and content 
with his lot, if he lives in trust 
and feels the’ presence of the 
Lord Jesus. But it is an obvious 
fact that women were made for 
motherhood, and there is a deep 
satisfaction, an abiding joy, a 
sense of the fulfillment of a wo- 
man’s destiny, in having a child. 

Any woman whose womb has 
not carried a child and who has 
not suffered in travail and felt 
the joy of creation, the feminine 
adulthood that comes with moth- 
ering a little one, has missed part 
of a woman’s estate. Any woman 
whose breasts. have never fed a 
little one, and whose arms have 
never held a tiny soft head against 
her bosom, and whose hands have 
never fondled the dimpled limbs 
of her own child, knows that she 
has missed part of that for which 
God made women. There is a ful- 
fillment of natural instinct in 
motherhood. 

Likewise, every man. who has 
no child realizes that he has never 
quite fulfilled his destiny, never 
quite come to man’s estate, in the 


full experience of the privileges | “’” 


of man. Part of that is manifested 
in the elation, the joy and pride 
that a father feels in his first- 
born. He has, in some sense, be- 
come of age! He has taken part 
with Deity in the creating of a 
little soul and body! His marriage 
has culminated in fruit, and he is 
a father. There is a great sense 
of well-being, a sense of the ful- 
fillment of destiny, a sense of hav- 
ing what one’s heart has always 
desired, when one becomes a par- 
ent. Parenthood fulfills instincts 
that are God-given, the deep-seat- 
ed cravings and desires that are a 
part of human nature itself, 

2. Parents experience a growth 
an character that is impossible 
without having children. 

Dr. Hyman Appelman, - fruitful 
and mighty evangelist, tells how 


he returned home from evangelis- | 


tic services to see his baby son, a 
few weeks old, and in the night 
woke the baby up. He said that 
when the little one waved his 
hands and more or less accidental- 
ly caught his finger and held on, 
that he, the great evangelist that 
he is, with his tender heart, fell 
on his face and begged God to 
let him be the father to the child 
which he ought to be, and never 
to let him take one step that would 
cause the little fellow to believe 
his father was anything but the 
best man on earth! And Dr. Ap- 
pelman said also, “I knew more 
about how God felt about sinners 
the day I had to whip my little 
boy than I had ever known be- 
fore! I knew more about God’s 
Jove and God’s compassion and 


taking place in her own character; 
but God makes a woman out of a 
slip of a girl who never before felt 
very seriously about life. When 
a woman goes into the valley of 
the shadow, and knows that for 
her pain, for her fears, for her 
travail, she has brought back a 
little life into the world, that wom- 
an, I think, can never be quite 
the same again. How often I have 
seen a frivolous girl, obsessed with 
her desire for pleasure, with no 
thought higher than her fashion- 
able clothes, her high-heeled shoes, 
her painted face or her hair-do, 
or a jazz band, suddenly become 
a mature woman, unselfish, think- 
ing only of the little one! How 
often I have seen a woman who 
never before was fully unselfish 
about anything, become the soul 
of unselfishness as she washed lit- 
tle clothes and waited over a sick 
baby, and wept .and hoped and 
prayed-and trusted, and rejoiced 
then that the little one lived! God 
uses a baby to make a woman 
out of a girl, to make, sometimes, 
an ordinary woman into a Saint! 
I know that there are other things 
needed in the development of a 
woman’s character, but certainly 
-the bearing and rearing of chil- 
dren do something to a woman 
that she can never get any other 
way. 

And every man has a right to 
want to be the biggest man in the 
world to somebody. Every man has 
a right to want the utmost love 
and pride and admiration and con- 
fidence of somebody. Every man 
has a right to be the provider, the 


counselor of somebody. And who, 
pray, could that somebody be so 
well as his own little family, his 
children about him? What man 
ever felt his responsibility as much 
with others as he feels when his 
own little child thinks Daddy can 
fix anything? Whoever so much 
longed to be wise and good as a 
man does when his own child 
comes to believe that Daddy 
knows all about everything, and 
that whatever Daddy says is true? 


No man can possibly feel as 
much need to live straight and 
clean before the birth of his 
children as he feels that need 
after they come to follow in_his 
steps. 

Children do something to make 
a husband and wife into mature 
people of character and responsi- 
bility and integrity. How blessed 
is the subtle effect of a little child 
upon his father and his mother! 


3. God gives someone to love 
when he gives a little child. 


The other day I saw a woman 
holding her little baby, kissing 
him, calling him pet names, over 
and over again saying, “I love 
you!” Her heart was running over 


with the most unselfish love of! 


which woman’s heart is capable. 
And with her love was happiness 
and joy. If she had the most ex- 
pensive automobile in the world 
it could not bring joy as that lit- 
tle baby did. If she had a twenty- 
room mansion, with six or eight 
servants, she could not be as re- 
joiced as she is with that little 
one God has given her. When God 
gives a baby, He gives someone 
for a mother or for a father to 
love. 


I saw in the daily press a few 


days ago an account of a father 
who killed himself. His sixteen- 
year-old son had died a_ few 
months before, and the father 
could never be reconciled. So he 
took his own life. His life had 
been wrapped up in his devotion to 
his son. The son had fulfilled all 
the needs of his love-hungry soul. 


When a man: has a baby, he 
loves his wife just as much, but he 


loves the baby in addition. That 


means that his joy is that much 
increased. When the second child 
comes along, strangely enough, the 
father can feel no diminution of 
his love for the first-born. But he 
simply enlarges his capacity to 
love, and with it his capacity for 
enjoyment and happiness. Blessed 
is the man who has many children 
because he loves much and has 
much reason for happiness. 


4. Children bind husband and 
wife COReNET make more sure the 
marriage tie, 

Investigations and surveys have 
repeatedly proven that homes 
without children are more likely 
to be broken by divorce’ than 
homes with children. In the first 
place, a husband and wife who 
have a mutual object of their love 
in a child or in several children, 
have good reason to forgive and 
overlook the failures that are cer- 
tain to come, the differences of 
opinion that are inevitable with 
frail human beings. Instead of 
feeling perfectly free to throw 
the marriage vows to the wind and 
leave one another,'a husband or 
wife with children feel that they 
must not leave the children, must 
not break the home, must not 
wreck other little lives. Then 


there is a sense of responsibility 


about doing right. One naturally 
has a more active conscience if he 
feels accountable for the little 
ones he has brought into this 
world. 


But in addition to that, married 
love grows much through the birth 
and training of little children. A 
husband and wife do not neces- 
sarily come to understand one an- 
other very well or to love one an- 
other very well just because they 
are married. They may be so 
busy, so diverse in their interests, 
and spend so little time with one 
another that love does not proper- 
ly develop, and the marriage does 
not have a safe background. But 
when God sends little children, 
their hearts are joined in the same 
love for this same little one. They 
plan together. They sacrifice to- 
gether. They work in partnership. 
Each is willing to give up his own 
way, partly, for the well-being of 
the little one. Little by little a 
man finds that he loves better the 
mother of his child than he loved 
the same woman when she was 
only his wife. A woman finds 
that she loves better the father of 
her child, the provider and pro- 
tector and counselor of her child 
than she loved the same man when 
he was simply her husband. The 
birth of children binds the home 
together. It makes marriage 
sweeter. It makes the love of 


husband and wife grow richer. Oh, | 


how great are the blessings 
brought to a home by little chil- 
dren!
